In pursuance of section 20 of the ‘‘Act Establishing the University 
of Nebraska,” the Board of Regents submit the following Report, 
embracing a period of two years, commencing with December ist, 
1874, the time to which the preceding Report extended,

REGENTS MEETINGS. 


During the period mentioned above, the regents have had meetings 
as follows : December 13th, 1874; March 23d, June 22d, and Decem- 
ber 14th, 1875; January 6th, March 24th, and June 20th, 1876. 

These meetings have seemed to be necessary for the satisfactory 
administration of the University, and have been attended with small 
expense, as will more readily be seen by reference to the Secretary's 
Report, herewith published. 


CHANGES IN THE FACULTY. T 


At the meeting of the regents in March, 1875, —Prof—Ecórge E. 


Church, who, from the opening of the University, had held the posi- 
tion of Principal in the Latin School, first at a salary of $1,200, 
subsequently $1,500, was advanced to a full professorship, and assigned 
to the chair of the Latin Language and Literature; his duties and 
compensation as such to commence with the then following college 
year. 

The able and faithful manner in which he had discharged bis duties 
theretofore fully justified the regents in thus assigning him to a chair, 
to fill which, with great credit to the University, he had shown very 
clear marks of fitness. 

In the month of September as, the University suffered a great 
loss in the sudden death of Prof. O, C. Dake. As Professor of History 
and kindred subjects he had been connected with the University from 
its opening. He had brought to the discharge of his duties a cultured 
intellect, a ripe judgment, and an enthusiasm and devotedness rare

indeed; and by the contributions of his pen, both in-prose and verse, 
the University had been very much benefited, and its reputation in- 
creased. 

At the December meeting following, Prof, George McMillan was 
elected to fill the, chair of Modern Languages. He had had a long 
and successful experience as a teacher; and his reputation, both in 
that regard and as a scholar, which preceded his coming, and which 
was evidenced by the very commendatory letters to the regents by 
men of eminence in letters and position, has been fully sustained. 

Also, at this meeting, the Regents, at the earnest request of Prof. S. 
R. Thompson, were forced to accept his resignation. Prof. Thompson, 
like Prof. Dake, had allied his fortunes with the University af the very 
beginning, and with him had borne no inconsiderable part in conduct- 
ing it with safety and success through its early years. 

To the discharge of his duties as Professor of Agriculture he brought 
large experience, united with an enthusiasm for his department rarely 
equaled. i 

At this meeting Chancellor Benton also tendered his resignation, to 
take effect at the end of the then present college year. He was induced 
to take this step by a desire to return eastward to a former, and to him 
more congenial, field of labor. 

The Regents, however, were not unprepared for this action, for at 
the last preceding meeting, that they might be unembarrassed in their 
efforts to find his successor, he had intimated his intentions in this 
regard. 

The various difficulties incident to the discharge of the duties of his 
office, not the least of which was the administration of an institution 
for the higher education in a new state, he met with patience, and with 
strong hopes of success pushed forward in his work. 

To him, for his faithful stewardship of this delicate and laborious 
trust, the people of the State owe much. The least they can do is to 
reward him with kind remembrance and gratitude. The University, 
thus deprived of its Chancellor and two professors, the regents justly 
deemed the foremost thing to be done was the early election of a 
Chancellor. To the end that this might be accomplished at as early a 
day as practicable, the regents met in the following January. No 
decision, however, was then reached, and a further adjournment was 
had to the 24th of March following. At this meeting, after full inves- 
tigation, Dr. Edmund B. Fairfield, then Principal of the Normal School 
in Western Pennsylvania, was chósen. 
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The regents were convinced of his peculiar ability and fitness for 
the discharge of this trust by the united testimony of men of eminence 
as scholars, teachers, judges, and statesmen throughout the land. 

United with sound scholarship and ample experience, he was possessed 
of tact and genuine enthusiasm for this work. He entered upon the 
active work of his office with the beginning of the present year. The 
regents have high hope that the administration of this, the dearest in- 
stitution to the people of the State, ‘will not suffer at his hands. 

It is proper to add that their hopes have been more than realized, 
that their confidence in his administration has increased day by day. 

At the meeting of the regents in June following, Prof. S. H. Manley, 
who had up to that time filled the chair of Greek Language and Litera- 
ture, resigned, and Prof. McMillan was transferred to the same. 

Prof. Manley had long been suffering from sickness, and was thereby 
compelled to take this course. While the regents could not but regret 
his departure, yet they hoped that by rest from labor his health might 
be restored to him, and the University again have the benefit of his 
service. 

The regents, not unmindful of the fact that the chair of Modern 
Languages was of foremost importance, proceeded to fill it at the same 
meeting. 

Prof. Harrington Emerson having just arrived in this country from 
Europe, where he had spent thirteen years in preparation, was chosen 
to fill this chair. 

From the opening of the University no suitable provision had been 
made for the department of Chemistry and Physics, now standing 
second to none other in the curriculum of all our colleges and univer- 
sities. Prof. Hiram Collier, who for many years bad occupied this 
chair elsewhere with great credit and distinction, was elected. 

The regents feel justified in saying that whatever accurate scholar- 
ship, genuine enthusiasm, and indomitable energy and industry can 
achieve, will be achieved in this department. 

Both he and Prof. Emerson entered upon their duties with a begin- 
ning of the present year. 

At this same meeting, Dr. Fairfield, the Chancellor elect, arrived 
and formally entered upon the discharge of the duties of his office. 

His address, and that of the President of the Board of Regents, 
delivered on the occasion of his inauguration, will be found printed 
with the Register and Catalogue hereto attached, as a part of this 
Report.

Particular attention is invited to his address, as exhibiting the aims 
and objects of the University. 

On several occasions prior to the ‘meeting in March, 1876, efforts 
had been made to procure an officer of the army to teach military 
tactics and science in the University, which, for reasons unknown, 
had failed, 

However, at the meeting mentioned above, it was decided to renew 
such effort, and accordingly, the President of the Board was directed 
to make application therefor. This application was favorably received, 
and, through the kind offices of Hon. P. W. Hitchcock, granted; and 
Lieutenant Edgar S. Dudley, a graduate of the Military Academy at 
West Point, whose assent had previously been obtained, was detailed 
as Professor of Military Science and Tactics. He arrived in time to 
assume his professorship at the beginning of the present college year. 
His management has been gratifying and successful, 

A sufficient supply of small arms and field artillery to meet the wants 
of the University, will shortly arrive from the War Department. 

The atfention of the Legislature should be invited to the fact that 
such department has as yet never been established by the Legislature, 
and hence the Regents are without the necessary power to regulate the 
same. In this connection, it should be borne in mind that the law of 
Congress granting the 90,000 acres of land—the greater part of the 
endowment of the University—requires military tactics to be taught; 
and that the State, in accepting this grant, is bound in good faith to 
provide therefor. 


CHANGES IN OTHER OFFICERS. 


At the meeting of the regents, in June, 1875, the Professor of Latin 
was created Librarian, at a salary of $100 per annum; and the salary 
of the Secretary, who up to that time had also been Librarian, was 
reduced to $200, 

At the following meeting in December, Rev. H. T. Davis, who had 
performed the duties of Secretary since the opening of the Univer- 
sity, resigned. ‘This step became necessary by reason of his removal 
to Omaha. . 

At the same meeting J. Stuart Dales, a member of the first class 
graduating at the University, was elected for the unexpired term; and 
at the meeting in the following June was re-elected. He has received 
the small salary of $200 per annum, and has filled the office in a highly 


satisfactory manner. 
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Also at this meeting the Chancellor was charged with the duty of 
providing a Librarian, and $100 appropriated therefor. 

Under the act establishing the University, the Board of Regents 
appointed their own Treasurer. John L. McConnell had held this 
position from the opening of the University up to the 23d day of Feb- 
ruary, 1875, when by an act approved that day, the office of Treasurer 
of the University was abolished, and the State Treasurer made custo- 
dian of the funds of the University: Section 4 of that act provides 
the method by which disbursements shall be made therefrom. 

The regents feel in duty bound to invite attention to the manner of 
making disbursements, as needlessly inconvenient; and while they 
have the fullest confidence in the honorable gentleman who now so 
ably occupies the position of State Treasurer, yet a sense of duty im- 
pels them to suggest that the safe keeping and proper disbursement of 
said funds are secured by no adequate legal requirements. 

By the analogy prevailing in similar institutions, the University 
should have its own Treasurer. And while it may be true that the 
management of its funds under the former law was not at all times 
and in all respects above criticism, yet the Board of Regents submit if 
therefore sufficient reason existed for repealing a good law. 

At the meeting of the regents in December, 1875, Harvey Culbert- 
son, who has since graduated from the University with the degree of 
B.A., was elected Superintendent of the Farm, at a salary of $600, 
and is still acting in the same capacity, with the further duties, added 
since the meeting in March, of Tutor in the Agricultural Department, 
with an increase in his former salary of $200. 

It is very proper to say that he has performed his duties in a pains- 
taking and faithful manner. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


The courses of study remain substantially as shown in the Catalogue 
and Register accompanying the last preceding report. The course of 
study in the Latin School or Preparatory Department, however, at the 
last June meeting was extended over three years, instead of two, as 
theretofore. 

This course was deemed advisable to meet the demand made on the 
University for preparatory training. 

In view of the small number of schools in the State where such 
training can at present be thoroughly done, doubtless this demand 
will continue to exist for some years,

FUNDS REQUIRED ANNUALLY 'TO SUPPORT THE UNIVERSITY. 


At the last meeting of the Board of Regents, it was resolved to sub- 
mit the following detailed statement of the funds necessary to support 
the University annually for the next two years:

To meet this amount, the one-fourth mill tax heretofore levied is 
inadequate. Based on the grand total assessment of the State, it would 
bring but $18,500, while three-eighths of one mill will bring $27,750, 
very nearly the amount required, as above stated. 

It is the judgment of the regents that such an amount should be 
levied; and they feel that they would certainly be recreant to the trust 
confided to them by the people of the State, should they fail to invite 
attention thus emphatically to the requirements of the University in 
this regard. The salaries of the present Faculty and Tutors now 
aggregate $16,700. The regents do not see how to continue to con- 
duct the University in a proper and satisfactory manner with 
the same or a smaller amount. In this respect allow them to call 
attention to the fact, that since the death of the lamented Prof. Dake, 
the University has had no Professor of Rhetoric and kindred studies, 
Neither have the regents been able to fill the chair made vacant by the 
resignation of Prof. Thompson. 
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It must become apparent to every thinking person that if the Univer- 
sity is to prosper and meet the demands required of it, the necessity 
of filling both these chairs is imperative. 

It also becomes evident that some additional teaching force is required 
in the Preparatory Department, and especially so since the course of 
study therein has been extended, as hereinbefore more fully explained. 

The other items mentioned inasaid statement require no explana- 
tion; the several amounts will be+seen at a glance to be exceedingly 
moderate, 

In this connection the regents desire to call attention to the amount 
heretofore expended by their predecessors, in repairing the foundation 
of the University building. This sum, as will be seen by the 
last preceding Report, aggregates about $8,000. It would enable them 
at once to make some repairs on the building very much needed, the 
most pressing of which is a new roof in whole, or at least in part. 

It is hoped, therefore, that for the purpose of aiding them in the 
execution of their trust, and in the interest of true economy to the 
State as well, this amount of money so expended will be replaced. 

And the amount of tax required to meet the demands of the Univer- 
sity, as above set forth in detail, is neither large nor oppressive ; for a 
three-eighths of a mill tax on an assessment of $1,000 is but 373% cents. 
The average assessment will, doubtless, be found rather below than 
above that amount. 

Could the above amount be divided equally among the 400,000 
people in Nebraska, each would be required to pay but 1435 cents. 

Surely, therefore, no well-meaning and patriotic citizen will complain 
of grievous taxation for the support of this University—an institution 
of priceless value to the State, not only now but for all time to come. 


de PUBLICATIONS, 


During the period over which this report extends, the students of 
the University have published a paper monthly, which both in form 
and matter has been very creditable. 

Prof. Aughey has also published a Catalogue of the Flora of the 
State, and his contribution to the geological survey of the territories, 
under the title of “Superficial Deposits of Nebraska,” both of which 
have been highly received in scientific circles. - 

He is also preparing for publication a Catalogue of the Land and 
Fresh Water Shells of the State,

The addresses of Prof. Welch, of the Iowa Agricultural College, 
delivered in the University, at Commencement, 1875, and that also of 
Prof. Wm. F. Allen, of Wisconsin University, delivered during Com- 
mencement of 1876, bave also been published. They both possess 
rare merit, and it is to be hoped have been widely read. 
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FINANCIAL CONDITION, REVENUE, ETC. 


By the report of the University Treasurer, made on the 1st day of 
December, 1874, it appears that there then was a balance ón hand of 
$23,493.65. As shown by his books, between that date and the time 
when said office was abolished, he paid out on warrants, $12,692.71. 
He turned over to the State Treasurer, as directed by the Legislature, 
cash to the amount of $1,604.39. He also turned over to said ‘Freas- 
urer a large amount of securities, on which up to this date there has 
been collected, including interest, $3,132.94. Other of these securi- 
ties, to the amount of $2,496.85, with interest added, remain uncol- 
lected. l

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The above corresponds with the official report of the Treasurer to 
the Governor, to which attention is called. 

The regents request that attention be called to the item of $sro 
mentioned above. Under a former law, long: since repealed, the 
matriculation fee was required to be placed in the State Treasury, the 
interest thereof only to be used in the purchase of books for the libra- 
ry. The item mentioned above was derived from such fee. As the 
law now is, all such fees are to be used for the purchase of books. It 
is suggested if it is not advisable to permit the whole of this sum to be 
expended at once for books. It would very materially add to the 
value and completeness of the library. 

The disbursements made from the funds of the University are shown 
in detail by the report of the Secretary, herewith published, and to 
which particular attention is called. The seeming discrepancy of 
$94.63 between. it and the Treasurer's statement, is explained by the 
fact that one or more of the certificates or warrants issued had not, at 
the date of the Treasurer’s report, been presented for payment.

The amount of funds above stated should be further augmented by 
the amount realized from the sale of products from the farm, by the 
matriculation and diploma fee, and by the incidental tax of $2 per 
term on each student—the last according to awesde of the regents 
made at the June meeting of the current year. The amount realized 
from the sale of products of the farm aggregates $1,200, or thereabout. 
It was the intention of the regents to have submitted a detailed account 
of the amounts thus realized, and of other funds expended at the farm, 
together with a like statement showing the disbursement of the same. 
But the shortness of the time now remaining before this Report must 
be published, and more particularly, the absence of the Superintendent 
of the Farm, forbids. At an early opportunity, however, such state- 
ments will be made. 

No statement can be found in the Reports of our predecessors of 
the amounts received and disbursed as matriculation and diploma fees. 
It is therefore thought necessary and proper to herewith publish such 
a statement. It will thereby appear just how much has been received 
each year, and how the same has been disposed of. Such a statement 
has been prepared by the Secretary, and is as follows:

Thus it will be seen that the University of Nebraska, in the economy 
of its administration, stands almost without a rival, The Regents joy- 
fully commend this information to such as decry the University because 
of its extravagance ; and at the same time point with just pride to the 
number of students attending it, in comparison with those attending 
the more respectable colleges and universities in the land. 


-REGENTS’ EXPENSES. 


By the new Constitution the government of the University is vested 
in a Board of six Regents, elected by the people, who shall receive no 
compensation for their services, but may be re-imbursed their actual 
expenses. 

Under this provision they have, at each meeting, submitted a state- 
ment in writing to the Secretary, specifying the actual amount of their 
expenses in attending such meeting, whereupon the Secretary has issued 
his usual certificate. It will therefore be seen that they have been 
allowed simply their expenses incurred in attending the meetings'of the 
Board. Perhaps it might be well to allow something for the expenses 
of members visiting the University in the line of their duty, especially 
so since all except one reside at distances remote from Lincoln. 
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If they are confined to the expenses incurred in attending the meet- 
ings only, their knowledge of the conduct of the University must 
be limited indeed, unless they spend not only their time and labor, but 
bear their own expenses as well, in making frequent visits thereto. 

It is submitted if it would not be advisable to have some legislation 
on this subject.

THE FARM, 


That there may be a clear understanding of the farm, the cost of the 
same, and how paid, the following statement is submitted : 

It is doubtless well known that according to the law under which 
the University was organized, the Governor was authorized to select 
two sections of the public land for a model farm. This was accord- 
ingly done. The Regents, however, deeming no sufficient part of said 
land suitable for the purposes of a farm, decided to purchase a farm of 
320 acres of M. M. Culver, east of Lincoln, for the agreed sum of 
$17,600. In part payment of such amount they traded a portion of 
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the said two sections of land at an agreed price of $5,700, and also a 
certain lot in Lincoln, of which by some means they had become the 
owner, for $350 more, thus reducing the amount to be paid to Mr. 
Culver to $11,550. This latter amount they agreed to pay within five 
years from the time of purchase—June, 1874—with interest at ro per 
cent., payable annually, and executed written obligations, in the form of 
notes, accordingly. The interest on these obligations has been paid as 
required. 

The remainder of the two sections of land, except about twenty 
acres, hereafter mentioned, was by them sold to other parties on five 
years time, with interest and time of payment the same as stated above, 
for the agreed sum of $16,800. The interest on said sum falling due 
annually has been paid-to the extent of $720 only, as shown by the 
statement of the Treasurer. The said remaining twenty acres of land, 
together with the improvements thereon, was conveyed in part payment 
for the house erected on the farm during the autumn of 1875, at the 
agreed price of $2,500. The house cost the sum of $3,895, and is 
commodiousand substantial, very much enhancing the value of the farm. 
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THE LANDED ENDOWMENT. 


The regents desire to call attention to the pressing necessity of some 
legislation looking to a speedy realization of some income from the 
endowment lands. While it is undoubtedly tue that a very small 
amount of these lands can at present, and perhaps for some years to 
come, be sold, under the restriction in the Constitution, yet a large 
amount of them may be leased, and thus something be derived there- 
from for the income of the University. Itis to be hoped that this 
subject will receive, as it deserves, the very early and careful considera- 
tion-of the Legislature. 

The regents take this method also of calling attention to that portion 
of the Landed Endowment, comprising the ninety thousand acres of 
land, granted, as the law of Congress declares, ‘* For the endowment, 
support, and maintenance of at least one college, where the leading 
object shall be—without excluding other scientific and classical studies, 
and including military tactics—to teach such branches of learning as 
are related to agriculture and the mechanic arts, in such manner as the 
legislatures of the states may respectively prescribe, in order to pro- 
mote the liberal and practical education of the industrial classes in the 
several pursuits aud professions in life.” 
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` Under this provision, while it is well to have a farm in connection 
with the University, in the cultivation of which practical agriculture 
may be taught, yet manifestly, the Act of Congress above mentioned 
does not restrict the income from those lands to such uses entirely or 
chiefly. 

It would certainly seem to be foreign to the true intent and spirit 
thereof to devote the whole of such income, or the principal part 
therof, in the management of a large farm—rearing stock and growing 
grain for the market. 

The regents submit if the cultivation of a fewer acres of land would 
not meet the requirements in this regard, while the remainder of such 
income could be devoted to the broader purposes contemplated by the 
act above mentioned, viz.: ** The education of the industrial classes 
in the several pursuits and professions in life.” 

The more careful consideration of this subject, so soon as this grant 
becomes available for the purposes of income, will become pertinent. 


A MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


The necessity will, doubtless, soon arrise for the opening of the 
Medical College, already organized in the act establishing the Univer- 
sity. The only question is, When shall it be done? Doubtless, if the 
work of preparation therefor were at once begun, its Ep would 
scarcely precede the demand. 

For the information of all, a few items of history in connection with 
the establishment and success of the Medical College of the University 
of Michigan will be of interest. 

The College was organized and opened in 1850. The buildings then 
used cost about $15,000, built by the people of Ann Arbor, and do- 
nated to the University. At that time Ann Arbor contained a popula- 
tion of 4,000; the State of Michigan a population of less than 400,000 
—very nearly what Nebraska now contains—with an assessed valuation 
in property of $60,000, 000. 

The first class contained go students, and that graduating the present 
year 312. At first five professors were employed; now nine, with 
salaries of $1,800. Doubtless, no one can be found who will say that 
that College has been a failure, nor that those graduating therefrom 
have not fully been up to the standard of medical students from the 
best medical colleges in America. 

That College, from the beginning, has been self-sustaining. Why 
cannot the Medical College of the University of Nebraska, in a city 
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containing at least 8,000 inhabitants, in a State fully as populous as 
Michigan in 1850, and having an assessed valuation in property far 
exceeding that State at the time mentioned, also succeed and be self- 
sustaining? It is hoped that the answer to this question will be given 
by an Act of the Legislature, removing any restriction that may possi- 
bly exist on the power of the regents as to opening such a College. 


CONCLUSION, 


In conclusion: The regents again call attention to the several matters 
before enumerated, to which action of the Legislature should be invited. 

They also again, though most respectfully but earnestly and sincerely, 
renew their request for that provision for the support of the University 
above mentioned at greater length, with great hope that their request 
in that regard will meet with the cordial support and favoring judgment 
of those who possess full power to act in the premises, 

They also take this occasion to assure the people of the State that 
they are striving to administer the affairs of the University to the best 
of their ability and judgment. To manage its affairs, however, so as 
to be free from criticism, they do not hope. 

They feel convinced too, of not only the practicability but of the 
necessity as well, of building up here in this new commonwealth a 
university of the highest order, within whose ample walls shall, from 
year to year, be gathered the youth of the State, the sons and daughters 
of the poor and the rich, the learned and the unlearned alike, to receive 
that practical knowledge and mental discipline better fitting them for 
the duties of life. For such a consummation all true friends of educa- 
tion should strive. By a liberal policy toward it on the part of the 
State, united with intelligent and sober judgment in its administration, 
and all this will be achieved. Let there be called to its various profes- 
sorships men of ripe scholarship, possessed of genuine enthusiasm and 
aptness for their particular departments; and in order to obtain such 
let liberal salaries be paid, and so deal with them when obtained, that 
they shall both possess the time and disposition to qualify themselves 
most thoroughly for their work. 

The University has now entered upon its sixth year, and its success, 
and the necessity of its existence prove the wisdom of its early estab- 
lishment, 

Occasionally, and only occasionally, one here and there may be found 
decrying the University, and by one specious argument or another urg- 
ing its doors to be closed: all such attempts must prove utterly futile. 
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Has there ever been an instance in the whole history of the Anglo- 
Saxon race where the doors of an institution of learning have been thus 
closed against 282 eager students, asking for admission! 

Let one of our own citizens, who by his own scholarly attainments 
is peculiarly entitled to be heard, speak. 

Hon. James M. Woolworth, in his address, delivered more than . 
four years ago, at the close of the first year of the University, says: 

“1 tender to you, Mr. Chartcellor, and to your associates of the 
Regents and Faculty, my congratulations, and the congratulations of 
the State, that your initial year has proved the expediency of the early 
organization of the University, and the wisdom of a liberal policy 
towards it. Students in goodly number have come up hither; the 
sevérities of collegiate studies have been eagerly sought; the sober 
and thorough curriculum has been patiently pursued. The success of 
the venture has been assured, and the institution proved a necessity of 
to-day.” 

The regents, still urging upon all adequate provision for the educa- 
tion of the young men and women of the State, upon whom are to 
rest its civilization and its prosperity, submit this the third Biennial 
Report of the University of Nebraska. 

And, in doing so they commend to the attention of all the following 
remarks by President White, of Cornell University, one of the foremost 
educators of the country: ‘Talk of economy! Go to your State 
legislatures: what strange ethics in dealing with the public institutions ! 
If asked for money to found an asylum for idiots and lunatics, or the 
blind, or the deaf and dumb, you will find legislatures ready to build 
palaces for them. Millions of dollars are lavished upon your idiots, 
and deaf and dumb, and blind and lunatics. Right glad I am it is so; 
but when you come to ask aid, even in measured amounts, for the 
development of the young men and women of the State, upon whom 
are to rest its civilization, and from whom are to flow out its prosperity 
for the ages to come—the future makers of your institutions and laws— 
how are they left to the most meagre provision during all their prepara- 
tion!”
